I the, penal-colony on Devil's Island, off the coast of 
' 
Krenct''.Guiana,-there ivill have passed into history the 


last of these" institutions for the punishment by loneliness ot 
criminals an'd those found incompatible with governments 
aud heads of governments. The passing oE (lie isolated penal 
colony is one page of the history of the dark ages still un- 
turned. 


Horror does not describe fully the feeling civilized man 


feels in contemplating the penal colony, the one-time prison 
ship and the island of exilcr. Unless it be the torture chamber 
of the Inquisition or the Roman arena, fc\v human beings 
can conceive of a more savage and brutnl method of punish- 
ment than exile on a desert island or imprisonment iu the 
hulk of a rotting ship. 


There is nothing in the histiwy of (he penal colony or the 


prison ship to prove that they were effective in diminishing 
crime or that they reformed the alleged wrong-doer. In fact, 
there is "weightier evidence that they were more often con- 
venient places for monarchs and governments to place their 
enemies 
They were not less fiendish'than the dark dungeons 


of the medieval castle.
